FREIGHT RATES SHUT OUT DIRECT TRADE

Can e Shtpped to England, Pay a Com-

WASHINGTON, Sipt, B.—The Btate de-
partment s in recpipt of a report from
Unitéd States Consul Melver of Kanagaws,
Jupan, upon the manufacture of eotton fab-
ries from Ameriean cotfon, pointing out the
great opportunity wow afforded the United
States to open up direct trade with Japan.
Heée sayn “Japanese manufacturers  are
each yoar Improving the grade of thelr cots
ton fabrics, and are thus demanding a larger
praportion of otr eotton, which 1s the only
Inng stapde cotten which enn be used in
thelr machines scosomically; yet by far the
greater proportion of thils large supply of
Amorican cotton I8 purchased In Liverpool
and Landen

“The supposed explanation of thir pecollar
eontdtion Ix that the oeenn rates from Eng-
land to Jopan are moch less than the com-

bined rallway and ocean rates from any
Intand point of this country to Japan. If
these statements are trup, our people are los-
ing the eelllng commilesion, or profit, and
the marine Insurance and frefghtige on a
product which is distinctly an Amerlean
stople. Remeombering that the market here

I# not one that Is to be opened wp and de-
yeloped, but ds already made, and that the
Aemand for the American product 18 not only
groat, but Ineressing, It might be possible
for our greal cotton interests, acting In har-
mony with our transcontinental rallway
lines, 1o establish direct trade, which would
even on a much lower rate swell the profits

of the railways and greatly inerease the
genvral profts arlsing from American for-
rlgn trade. We might thus, i wuccessful,

gafn direct control of a trade which wonld
not oaly turn legitimate profits into Ameri-
erti channels, but a8 mueh broader and far-
redching advantage would be galned by giv-
Ing us an Independent market, thus materi-
nlly weakenlng and ultimutely destroying the
right which today Liverpool Is supposed to
exoreise of Axing the pries of our collon [n
our own markets, on the theory that she
controls the only market for our produet.””

Melvor adds that the prosent time s very
opportune for attempling o extend our trade
with Japar, and points to the significant fact
that during lust yedr our lmportation from
that country exceeded §17.000,000, while our
exports were but $3,000,000,

The
amonnt pald as bounty on beet sugars was
divided among seven producerg pr factories,
making the average payment to ench £121,-
739, Thls, however, represents only a small
proportion of the b.onefleinries utider the get,
oy ench foclory handles the erops of a large
number of growers. This is aleo true of the
cane factories, only the proportion of factor-
les to producers s believed to be much
Lmn, while, of course, many persons are om-
ployed in the work, and are indireet bhene-
fAclaries. The fgures on noreage for the
year ended June 30, 1804, are not yet all
In, but thos* for the preesding yvear slow
that In the stnte bf Louislana the bounty av-
ernged $7.62 for cach acre of cane pro-
duced, In Texas $I7.00 per acre, and In Flors
ido 368,23 peor acre. It Is belleved that ihe
avirage bounty per acre of eane produced
in Loulsiana for the year ended June 30,

TROUBLE FOR NAYY OFFICERS,

Having s Hard Time Marking Ont a Trial

. Course or the Erleeson. -

WASHINGTON, Bept. E—The offieers of
the Navy department are having some dif-
foully In laying out a course In Long
Island sound for the trial of the Briceson,
There have been seéveral consultations be-
tween Admiral Ramsey and (e burecau
chiefs, but as yet a plan has not been en-
tirely declded on. The trouble is that the
Eilp 1% s0 small and the time, “‘two howrs,”' so
slhort, that it is diffcult o anchor buoys
so the distance of two mlles can be securately
measured. The Ericcson must make tweniy-
four knots an hour or she will be rejected,
The contractors Insist the iria]l must take
place In deep water. The Navy department
cannot obstruct the sound, and It must
anchor ts buoys, marking the course with
acouracy. One end of the course may
marked by the lght house, but this Is im-
possible at the other end, It Is probable
the buoys will b anchored by several elialns
In order that they may not be displaced by
the tide movements, [If the Ericcson should
make Lwenty-four and one-quarter knots, sho
will ¢arn a premiuvm of §2,6500 and §1,000 for
each additional quarter knot. The contrac-
tors Inslst vpon an accvrate course In deep
witer, so she can make the fastest possible
speed.

WASHINQTON, Sept, 8—The collector of
customs at Cape Vincent, N. Y., has raiced
a queation of construction of the new tariff
ncl as o the rates of duty on fish. Hs re-
ports ihat one of the principal articles of
import at that polit is flsh brought over in
most casos the day they are caught. Section
481 of the new scot places “‘fish, [rozen or
packed in lee, fresh,” on the froe Hst. But
these fish are nelther frogen nor packed In
foe. Sectlon 211 imposes & duty of 20 per
cont on fish In cans or packed In any other
manner not speclically enumersted or pro-
wided for in this mct, The Cape Vincent
fiah, however, are vot “packed In any way.”
The only provisien of the aot which can be
made to apply to the case o point s section
8, which imposes a duty of 10 per cent ad
valorem “on the lmportation of all raw or
unmanufactured articles pot snumerated «or
provided for in this act.

The collector will be Instructed to vy a
10 per cent dutiy.
